QuadCity Crime PreventionLaunched | 


A new state and federally funded 
program designed to reduce the 
number of. burglaries in the four 
North Orange County cities of 
Placentia, La Habra, Brea and Yorba 
Linda was initiated this week by 
Placentia Police Chief Norman 
Traub. 

The new program, designated as 
the Quad City Crime Prevention 
Program, became official last 
Tuesday when the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors signed the 
joint powers agreement for the 
one-year effort. The project will be 
headquartered in Placentia’s City 


Hall. 

Chief Traub, Project Director, 
named burglary investigator, Agent 
Roger Gisler, as the Project 
Coordinator. Gisler will be respon- 
sible for training the six civilian 
Community Service Aides and 
coordinating their activities within 
the four cities. 

In addition, Gisler will be 
responsible for gathering burglary 
statistics from the four cities and 
establishing high crime rate target 
areas. 

The CSAs will then be deployed in 
these areas to conduct security 


inspections and to mark and record 
property for identification. Gisler 
will then follow up within 60 days of 
initial contact with the resident to 
observe compliance with security 
recommendations. 

Placentia Police Chief Norm 
Traub, La Habra Police Chief Ron 
Meehan, and Brea Police Chief Don 
Forkus (Yorba Linda is under 
contract for police services to the 
City of Brea) agree that the success 
of this program depends upon the 
cooperation of all residents living 
within the four cities. 

Burglaries can be reduced if the 


residents will follow the CSA’s 
recommendations for building 
security, if they will identify their 
property, and if they will make 
themselves aware of strangers or 
unusual activity in their areas and in 
turn notify the police. 

Many burglary suspects could be 
apprehended in the act of 
committing a burglary if only an 
observing neighbor would take the 
time to call their local police, Agent 
Gisler points out. 

Coordinator Gisler advises that 
security inspections will ‘deal 
basically with adequate door 


(including garage doors) and 
window security, lighting, and 
seeing that residents record the 
serial numbers or identify by 
engraving their California driver’s 
license number on property most 
commonly taken by burglars. 

The most common types of 
property taken in_ residential 
burglaries are small portable 
television sets, radios, stereos, 
cameras, guns, jewelry and cash. 
The importance of recording the 
serial number or identifying a C.B. 
radio in one’s vehicle will also be 
stressed. 
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Homeowners and businessmen 
who are watching their overhead 
escalate, might consider the 
plight of the 21-school Placentia 
Unified School District. 

Trustees of the district last 
week were given a look at their 
utility bills for 1975-76. Tele- 
phones cost $84,196; gas $79,187, 
electricity, $585,343; water, 
$77,306; outside laundry, $325 
and trash disposal $10,945. 

That adds up to $837,302 for 
those few bare essentials.

In Planning 


A permanent golf course for 
Placentia moved a step closer last 
week as the city’s planning 
commission approved site develop- 
ment plans for greens to extend 
across Alta Vista Street. 

Presented by golf course develop- 
ed M. Dee Johnson, Fullerton, the 
new arrangement will relocate nine 
holes of the 18-hold course south of 
Alta Vista Street on land owned by 
the Kraemer Family. 

North of the thoroughfare, where 
the course now stands, will be 
situated the other nine holes with 
the clubhouse remaining in_ its 
present location. The north property 
is owned by the Chapman and 
Wickett families. 

Homes will be built around the 
greens on both sides of the street. 


Johnson, in appearances in 
January before the city council 
explained at that time that he 


thought someday the course would 
be owned by the city. 

‘The city, in some cases, can 
operate it a lot cheaper than we 
can,’’ Johnson explained. 

“It’s not profitable to go out and 
build a country club today on 
anything other than this type of land 
that we have an interim use on, of oil 
fields. You can’t go out and pay 
$10,000 or $15,000 an acre for land 
and build a golf course. It’s just 
impossible to come out with the

With School Days to being again 
in the near future, what was it like in 
Placentia in the good old School 
Days? 

Apparently a lot less crowded in 
1919, although youngsters came 32 
to a room in the fifth grade. 

Among the sourvenirs of Crysteen 
Cook McGuire, who attended school 
at the Bradford School in Placentia, 
is a picture probably of a fifth grade 
class. Mrs. McGuire now lives in 
Joshua Tree. And the Bradford 
School, in which the picture was 
taken, on the present Valencia High 
School campus, reportedly burned 
to the ground. 

Many of the youngsters shown in 
the class bear familiar names and 
some still live in the city where they 
attended fifth grade. 

The teacher was Elena Kraemer, 
Mrs. Ardeth Wagner Hanson, 
recalls. Mrs. Hanson a member of a 
well known pioneer family, lives in 
Placentia in one of its heritage 
homes. 

She and school chums Anna Allec 
Cushing, also in the picture and 
Ysadora McFadden Brower, have 
set about to identify as many of the 
youngsters in the picture as 
possible.

PUSD Non-Teacher Contract 


A proposed labor contract, which 
does not include a salary offer, was 
released this week by the trustees of 


the Placentia Unified School 
District. 
The contract concerns 460 


classified or non-teaching employ- 
ees of PUSD, represented by the 
Classified School Employees Assoc- 
iation chapter 293 (CSEA). 

A public hearing on the proposals 
is scheduled for 8 p.m. Monday, 
August 161n the district board room. 
1301 East Orangethorpe Avenue, 
Placentia. 

Following the hearing, negoti- 
ators for the district and CSEA will 
begin the collective bargaining 
process which became law _ last 
month. 


Representatives of CSEA present- 
ed their proposal in June, asking for 
a 12 per cent cost of living general 
salary increase, a cost of living 
contingency fund '’to offset possible 
loss of future purchasing power’’ 
and a fully paid fringe benefit 
package, including dental coverage. 

In addition, the employees 
proposal asked for an adjustment in 
summer session secretarial-clerical 
salaries, half-paid benefits for 
three-hour employees, benefits for 
retired employees and their spouses 
and a retirement option at age S55. 
Also additional vacation after seven 
years and a paid holiday during 
spring recess.

Oil Well Site Draws 
Strong Protest

YORBA LINDA—Stymied in what 
he claims have been countless and 
fruitless attempts to have the area 
around an oil well tank farm on 
adjacent property cleaned up, 
Richfield Road resident Chuck 
Huffman is hoping a section in the 
newly amended city ordinance on 
animal control will result in some 
positive action. 

Huffman last week invited a 
reporter and photographer from this 
newspaper to visit the tank farm 
south of his property at 5332 
Richfield. He pointed out the 
carcasses of an unknown number of 
dead birds in a large puddle of oil. 

The birds, the irate man declared, 
believe the oil to be water and are 
trapped and die when they alight 
and try to drink the liquid. 

Huffman used a broom handle to 
lift the remains of two large barn 


owls from the oil. He said the owls 
had lived in a barn on his property. 

While there is considerable oil on 
the ground around four tanks most 
of it is concentrated in one large 
puddle. Considerable debris also 
litters the top of the liquid. 

Huffman said that he has lived at 
the location for about 16 years and 
had jousted with both Orange 
County and City of Yorba LInda 
officials about the condition of the 
abutting property. His battle shifted 
from the county to city authorities 
when Yorba Linda incorporated nine 
years ago. 

The complaintant’s main concern 
has been that the area is a 
‘‘dangerous attraction’’ to children 
who live in nearby residential 
developments. Although the four 
tanks and the oil on the ground are 
confined within a dike the location is

purchased. 

The trouble in Paradise, however, 
seems to be coming from the Santa 
Fe's night freights, which reported- 
ly are disturbing the slumbers of the 
first 45 families occupying the 
Shapell houses. 

The problem was brought to the 
attention of city council members 
Tuesday night by Edwin Powell, 
City Administrator, who explained 
that meetings are being held 
between members of the Placentia 
Village Homeowners Association, 
representatives of Shapell and city 
staff.

Councilwoman Virginia Farmer 
questioned the stipulations in the 
Environmental Impact Report for 
the development. 

‘‘One of the considerations should 
have been that railroad,’ Mrs. 
Farmer declared. ‘‘It is very well 
known to anyone who has lived in 
this town for more than one year that 
that railroad is noisy. It vibrates and 
everything else. I don’t understand. 
These people had a real estate report 
to read. It’s in there.”

City Council 
Disapproves 
More Gas Tax 


An endorsement for California 
Senate Bill 100, which would add 
three cents more tax to a gallon of 
gasoline, was denied Tuesday night 
by the Placentia City Council with 
Mayor George De Jesus dissenting. 

The bill earmarks the additional 
funds for state highway, transit and 
local street purposes, city staff 
explained. 

‘The last increase in fuel taxes 
occured in 1963 at which time one 
cent per gallon was added for streets 
and roads,’ the staff reported 
outlined. ‘‘although the price of 
gasoline has dramatically risen in 
the past few years, the state gas tax 
has remained at a fixed seven cents 
per gallon for 13 years. A five cent 
increase would be required to keep 
up with the cost of inflation.” 

Statewide, the total annual 
deficiency in highway use monies is 
estimated to be $700 million, the 
report states.

About Those School Taxes

Subject: Assessed valuation and tax rates 

Since district homeowners have received their notices of increases in 
assessed valuation of their properties, I have gotten numerous calls and 
letters from upset patrons who apparently feel the schools are going to reap 
great benefits. I’m sure there are many others who are concerned and 


angry from whom I have not heard. 


I don’t blame homeowners for being upset about the sharp increase in 
taxes, but they are misinformed about how our schools are financed. In 
truth, the schools get the same amount of money they would get if assessed 
valuation had not increased. Under state legislation passed in 1973, each 
district is limited to a certain amount of money, a figure determined through 
complicated formulas that used student attendance, previous tax rates and 
income sources, etc. When assessed valuation increases, more of the district 


income comes from local 


sources, 


the state contribution drops 


proportionately. The schools get the same amount either way, under the 


school equalization principle. 


Unfortunately, this year our school tax rate is going to increase 
slightly--probably about 13 cents to $4.69/$100 AV, because we have a 
larger-than-usual state school building debt loan repayment to meet this 
year. The state repayment is expected to decline next year. 

In comparing our tax rate to the other 11 unified districts in Orange 
County, we find Placentia is third from the bottom. Only Laguna Beach, 
which is small and rich, and Santa Ana, which is large and poor, are lower. 
Saddleback Valley, which is comparable to Placentia in size and growth, has 


the highest rate with $6.40. 


A comparison of Placentia with 22 other districts in Orange and Los 
Angeles counties which are comparable in size shows us sixth from the 
bottom in tax rate and fifth from the bottom in base revenue (the amount 
allowed by the state for each student). Placentia’s base revenue of $1,096.70 
per student is, again this year, the lowest in Orange County. 

With this information at hand, I am proud that we can offer one of the best 
if not THE best--educational programs and facilities in the area. And we 


have the test scores to prove it!

passes and is signed by the 
governor, Placentia would receive 
approximately $156,000 more a year 
in addition to the $286,000 now 
inflowing annually. 

The local report pointed out that 
the city of Placentia will need 
$11,000,000 worth of street and 
related construction in the next 15 
years. 

Two cents of the 3-cent fund 
would be used for mass transit in 
counties which have approved it 
(Orange County has not) and for 
overall state highway purposes and 
railroad crossing improvements. 

Supporting endorsement was 
Mayor George De Jesus who asked: 
‘‘Where else can we get the money 
to maintain the roads. It’s just a 
matter of which pocket you take it 
from . The fairest way to get it is so 
that everybody contributes to it.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
was opposed because the money 
might go into diamond lanes or some 
such project and Councilwoman 
Virginia Farmer declared: ‘‘We'll 
have to use revenue sharing monies 
or some other methods of financin 
our roads."’

‘‘Then the homeowners suggests 
that we don’t want the house to be 
that expensive. Just keep your cool. 
I see no reason why the council 
should become a buffeted agent for 
all of the problems.

Councilman Jack Gomez added:

Mrs. Farmer: ‘‘Reducing the 
speed doesn’t reduce the noise 
level.”’ 

Councilman Don Holt: ‘‘I think my 
forebearers (previous council mem- 
bers), made very bad judgement in 
putting $80,000 homes next to a 
railroad. Maybe we do have to 
kowtow to the developers and real 
estate people, but I also look at it 
that the people who have bought 
there should have bought there with 
full knowledge that those homes are 
next to a railroad. 

“If we are now going to do 
everything possible to help these 
people,’’ Holt continued, ‘‘I look to 
another homeowner association that 
has said to me that our previous 
council would do nothing whatso- 
ever to help their position with 
industrial property (in Brea) 
abutting their homes.”’ 

‘‘Now, if we’re going to go against 
arailroad, why can't we go against a 
city and try to help another 
homeowners association that has a 
similar problem.”’ 

Holt: ‘‘It should have been zoned 
industrial."’ Gomez: ‘‘It was 
originally zoned industrial.”’ 

Powell pointed out that S and S 
has offered to give the homeowners 
their money back ‘‘moving expenses 
and all. Effort is being made by the 
two parties to work together,’’ he 
added. 

‘‘The homeowners said that the 
developer at no time micied them. 
Some property owners said there are 
more trains than iney were led to 
believe. S and S said they would 
spend additional funds to put more 
buffer area between the homes and 
the right of way.’’ The tracks, at that 
point, actually are in the city of 
Anaheim, Powell pointed out.

be approximately $799,680, will 
then be used for traffic signals, 
concrete box culverts or widening 
under arterial __ streets, Ben 
Minamide, Director of Community 
Development for the city outlined. 

The equation is built on the theory 
that 75 per cent of use of city streets 
is by local people and 25 per cent 
from outside. Therefore city 
residents will be asked to bear 75 per 
cent of the expense of the 
thoroughfare improvements. 

However, city staff calculates that 
$610,000 will be needed in the city 
for culvert construction and 
$1,880,000 for signals and inter- 
connection installations at the 
current cost levels. 

‘It is apparent, therefore, that of 
the required total culvert and traffic 
signal revenues of $2.5 million, we 
can realistically collect only about 
one-fifth to one-third of that sum,”’ 
the staff report reads. 


Present practice, the report 
continues, is to collect traffic signal 
funds from developers. ‘‘This

not fenced. Two of the tanks have 
easily accessible stairway type 
ladders leading to the tops of the 
tanks. 

One stairway brings the climber to 
a tank which has an opening created 
by folding back a piece of metal that 
is part of the tank top that would 
permit a person to climb inside. 

Huffman recounted that he had 
halted one youngster who had just 
such an idea. The child explained 
that it was to be his hiding place in 
a neighborhood game of ‘‘hide and 
Seek.’’ Huffman told the youngster: 
‘*you go in there and they won't find 
you...ever.”’ 

Another tank whose top is not 
reachable by the stair ladders has a 
similar opening. According to 
Huffman, the tanks are only 
partially filled with a mixture of oil 
and water and have no interior 
ladders to get out. 

The tanks are part of an oil well 
operation. The well is situated out of 
sight over the crest of a small hill 
which rises from behind the tanks. 
The oil flows from the well into the 
tanks and the water and oil are 
separated. The water goes into a 
sewerage system and the oil is 
stored until enough accumulates to 
be siphoned off into a tank truck. 

That was the explanation of the 
well/tank farm owner, Walter 
Nollac. An employee in the 
engineering department for the City 
of Irvine and a former Planning 
Commission Chairman in Placentia, 
Placentia resident Nollac said the 
property is ome of the three 
well/tanks he owns. Another is in

method is difficult at best, even 
when the development abuts a major 
intersection. This practice gets 
increasingly difficult to impose,” 
the report states, ‘‘and in fact it is 
virtually impossible to collect funds 
from developers not near a major 
intersection even though residents 
from those developments have an 
impact on that intersection.” 

Other monies to add to what is 
collected from the new ordinance, 
are expected to come from grants. 
Arterial street development funds 
may be available on a SO-SO basis 
from the county. 

‘It is recommended that the 75 
per cent benefit ratio method be 
utilized in order that we may derive 
approximately one-third of the 
required funding from those who 
will benefit from the improve- 
ments,”’ the report theorizes. 

However, the paper states, the 
entire city will benefit equally from 
the improved traffic flow. ‘It would 
be difficult to distinguish between 
benefits accruing to _ residents 
abutting the thoroughfares as 


opposed to those in the interior, 
especially since those in the interior 
utilize the arterial streets to reach 
their destination,’’ it was pointed 
out. 

Rashford in dissenting stated: ‘‘I 
see a need for this sort of thing, but I 
question the amount. All of a 
sudden, Bingo, we're putting 
another $110 to $115 on the price of 
every house. I think it’s getting out 
of hand now. The signalization will 
be helping everybody who is already 
here. I hesitate to put that extra 
burden on that new development at 
this time.”’ 

Councilman Donald Holt spoke in 
favor of the resolution ‘‘because it 
will be lowering the cost to industry 
and will bring in more industry and 
that lowers the tax amount to the 
homes.”’ 

Signals included in the plan range 
from $21,000 for a signal at Placentia 
Avenue and Palm Drive (half to be 
paid by Fullerton) to $132,000 for 
interconnecting ten signals on 
Kraemer. Seven culverts and 
bridges are listed.

When informed that the situation 
had been brought to attention by 
Huffman and another nearby 
resident, Floyd Buckmaster, Nollac 
indicated he was familiar with their 
complaints. 

Queried about the holes in the top 
of two tanks the owner described 
them as ‘‘six inch holes for 
gauging.” 

Huffman, in recalling his many 
attempts to have the area made safe, 
said that he occasionally got some 
action out of county officials but has 
had little success with Yorba Linda 
city officials. 

“Ivan Smith (YL __ building 
department) looked at it, declared it 
to be illegal and promised to talk to 
the owner about cleaning it up but 
nothing was ever done,’’ Huffman 
alleged. 

He added that police officers from 
the city looked at the holes in the 
tank tops but that the metal flaps 
were just pushed down into place. 

Although a ‘‘fire marshal from the 
city said he had never seen anything 
‘so illegal’ there was no follow up 
action,’’ Huffman said.

tremendous investment you have in 
it."’ Johnson reported to the 
planning commission Tuesday that 
the property is now selling for 
$30,000 to $50,000 an acre. 

‘‘Golf courses are owned by the 
cities that can afford them or they’re 
developments like Yorba Linda 
Country Club,’’ he _ outlined. 
‘‘Sombody comes in and develops 
around it, makes their money and 
then boom they’re gone. Then they 
sell it to the members. Then the 
members are stuck with a large 
monthly fee and some _ large 
assessments,’’ Johnson added. 

The local golf courses will be 
included in a 361 acre Residential 
Planned Community (RPC) develop- 
ment, encompassing both sides of 
Alta Vista Street, east of Kraemer 
Boulevard. The properties are 
owned by 32 different members of 
the three families. 

The acreage has been granted a 
7.1 density to the acre factor with the 
golf course occupying 129 acres of 
the property. The entire package has 
been formulated into a joint families 
ownership. The non-golf course area 
is expected to hold 2,563 living 
units. 

‘The golf course is going to lend 
itself to a very fine development,’’ 
Johnson told the council in January.

FLY CONTROL ON THE 
HORSE RANCH - Part 4: 
APPLICATION OF 
SPRAYS To obtain 
satisfactory results, apply 
chemicals properly. Keep 
in mind the following 
important points when 
using insecticides. 

Use Proper Timing and 
Application - To get the 
most out of your investment 
in surface sprays or baits, 
apply them; (1) when newly 
emerged flies first become 
evident in the spring, and 
(2) throughout the remain- 
der of the season whenever 
you first notice that the 
number of flies is increas- 
ing and that the insecticide 
previously applied is no 
longer effective. 


Do not wait until the fly 


population has reached 
excessive numbers before 
using the recommended 


insecticide. Depending on 
the season, female flies are 
capable of laying their first 
batch of eggs as early as 3 
to S days after they emerge 
from pupae. 


Therefore, the earlier 
you spray after you first 
observe flies, or note an 
increase in their numbers, 
the better the chance that 
females will contact the 
insecticide before they are 
ready to lay eggs. 

For the most effect from 
surface sprays, apply 
them to areas where flies 
rest. Large numbers of flies 
rest at night in the ceiling 
area of stalls or beneath the 
roofs of open sheds. 

Also, spray the exterior 
surfaces of feed storage 
bins, and the inside and 
outside surfaces of equip- 
ment storage buildings and 


other structures frequented ° 


by flies. 


Do not spray inside feed 
storage rooms!! An excel- 
lent time to spray inside the 
stalls or barns is when the 
horses are taken out to ride, 
exercise, or to run in the 
pasture. 


At this time, spray the 
interior of the _ stalls, 
including the walls and

that has a long residual 
effect. 


Before spraying with an 
insecticide, cover feed 
troughs, mangers, and 
watering devices to prevent 
contamination of feed and 
water. 


Other areas to spray 
include the outer walls of 
the stable or barn, the 
young growth of grasses 
and weeds between and 
adjacent to structures, and 
trees and shrubs within 
about S feet of buildings. 


In the spring and fall, pay 
particular attention to 
sun-exposed surfaces 
where large numbers of 
flies rest on the outsides of 


buildings. During ‘the 
hotter summer montks, 
flies spend more time 


congregated in the cooler, 
shady areas; pay particular 
attention to these sites 
during this time 


Do not spray trees and 
shrubs located more than 
10 feet from buildings, 
because they often serve as 
primary resting sites for 
certain natural enemies of 
flies. Thoroughly spray all 
surfaces to the point of 
runoff. 


Whenever you spray, it is 
usually best to spray the 
premises thoroughly at the 
sites suggested above. Spot 
treatments of selected 
areas are not reliable for 
effective reduction of large 
fly population. 


Flies poisoned by slow- 
acting insecticides may die 
away from the treated area. 
The value of the treatment 
should be judged by the 
extent of reduction in the 
number of living flies, not 
by the number of dead flies.
